Twenty years ago, as anniversary articles recall, a jprencn snip 
exploded causing Americans greatest peacetime fire disaster at Texas 
City. Hospitals and community blood banks in many states rushed 
blood and plasma to the 3000 injured. As an example of how good 
can sometimes result from ill, the institutions involved later organiz¬ 
ed the American Association of Blood Banks with a view toward 
being better prepared for any future disasters. The”'Association, 
which now has 4,025 members in the 50 states and 25 foreign coun¬ 
tries, maintains in Chicago a central file of rare blood donors. This 
file has saved the lives of many Americans and ill patients in other 
countries by finding rare matching blood when needed. 

It has a system of regional laboratories for identifying rare 
blood types. It has established standards for blood banks and a 
voluntary inspection and accreditation system. Most important, it 
has organized a national clearinghouse system for the exchange of 
blood and blood credits in which the Red Cross cooperates. This 
permits blood given locally to be credited to a patient in a distant 
city and enables thousands to save on medical expenses. 

But, before blood can be used or rushed somewhere, somebody 
must give it. If you are between 18 and 59 and in good health, you 
can give a pint of blood regularly at your blood bank or collection 
center. Your donation of blood may help save a life—possibly 
your own.. ' ' "
